BLAME GAME 

MCCAIN, OBAMA SPAR IN SECOND PRESIDENTIAL DEBATE

With public anxiety mounting over financial mar- 
kets and the economy, Sens. Barack Obama and 
John McCain engaged in a muted debate Tuesday 
night over who was to blame and whose plan would 
successfully address the problems. 

In the second presidential debate, at Belmont 
University in Nashville, Obama faulted the Bush 
administration and by extension McCain for a 
deregulatory environment that he said had led to 
the economic meltdown. And McCain, pledging 


to aid homeowners, offered a proposal to direct 
the federal government to save families from 
foreclosure by buying mortgages they could no 
longer afford. 

Obama, who has been gaining strength in recent 
polls, actively engaged McCain, and repeatedly 
focused on the bread-and-butter struggles of 
Americans, vowing to help them with a “rescue 
package” for the middle class, not only for banks 
on Wall Street. The first part of the package, he 
said, would be tax cuts for all American households 


making less than $250,000 a year. 

The debate came at a pivotal moment in the 
campaign, particularly for McCain. He has been 
losing ground to Obama in the polls, both nationally 
and in battleground states. The debate, sponsored 
by the Commission on Presidential Debates, was 
the second of three between Obama and McCain. 
By agreement, this debate was presented in a town 
hall style, with screened questions coming from the 
80 uncommitted voters in the audience and from 
people who submitted questions via the Internet.

NEW YORK Craving a burrito with sour cream and guacamole? What if you 
knew it had more than half the calories you should eat in a day? 

The city Health Department is expanding its healthy-eating campaign 
with subway ads that say most adults should limit themselves to 2,000 
calories day 

Posters that appeared Monday in about 1,000 subway cars provide 
calorie counts for several menu items— like 470 for a giant apple bran 
muffin or 1,170 for a chicken burrito with toppings. 

The three-month ad campaign is intended to build on the city’s new 
regulation requiring chain restaurants to post calorie counts on their 
menus. Officials are betting people will eat fewer calories if they know 
how many they should consume. 

“Small changes in your choices can make a big difference in your calorie 
intake,” said assistant health commissioner Dr. Lynn Silver. 

The ads are in 20 percent of city subway cars. 

Natalia Kaplan of Queens said she hadn’t noticed the poster directly 
behind her on an E train featuring that 1,170 -calorie burrito, but she 
approved of the campaign. 

“It makes you aware,” said Kaplan, who said she pays close attention to 
the calorie information fast-food chains are now required to provide. 

“If I go to Dunkin’ Donuts, I look at the calories, and I try to take the 
least-calorie doughnut,” she said.

The CTA is working to stretch ser- 
vice past some current terminus 
points for Red, Orange and Tellow 
Lines. The agency also aims to throw 
a curve into the system with a Circle 
Line. 

But don’t rejoice over longer “E’ 
lines just yet. 

It takes a five-step process, 
plus federal funding, to get these 
extensions under way according to 
CTA spokeswoman Wanda Taylor. 
At the moment, the aforementioned 
public transit projects— with the 
exception of the Circle Line, which 
is a few moves ahead— are stopped, 
waiting for signals ahead, in the first 
phase of the first step of the process. 

The remaining steps involve 
exploring how extensions and 
service additions might impact 
the environment, presenting all 
reasonable design options, outlining 
practical ways to implement the 
design, and finally, presenting 
construction plans. 

Here’s where each Line stands and 
more details about the proposal: 

» Proposed Orange Line extension 

Extend the Orange Line’s final stop 
from Midway to Ford City Mall. 

» Proposed Yellow Line extension 

Add another stop to the Yellow Line 
that currently consists of Howard 
and Skokie stops along with a recent- 
ly approved new station at Oakton 
Avenue in Skokie set for construc- 
tion early next year, according to 
the Tribune. The new stop— which 
would require additional federal 
funds— would be located near Old 
Orchard Mall. 

» Proposed Red Line extension 

Extend the Red Line’s final stop 
from 95th Street to 130th Street. 

» Circle Line extension 

Adding more rails to the CTA sys- 
tem to link it up with Metra tracks 
in a circle within the city k.k.

Best feature: The 95th Street stop 
might have more connections 
than Linkedln. It’s the busiest for 
bus and rail rendezvous, with six 
Pace bus routes and 13 CTA bus 
routes-including the 
No. 108-Halsted/95th and the 
No. 119-Michigan/119th-serving 
the terminal, CTA spokeswoman 
Wanda Taylor said. 

Worst feature: Street-crossing 
catastrophe. Riders race across 
the inbound or outbound Dan 
Ryan exits to access either side 
of the station. When RedEye 
visited, things got especially ugly 
on the east side, with blaring 
horns, shouting drivers and a 
few indignant retorts from riders 
running for trains.

Howard 

1649 W. Howard St. 

Best feature: Once peeling and 
downright scary, the station now 
is all glass, stainless steel, white 
paint and soaring ceilings, and has 
four elevators thanks to recent 
construction. Through a glass 
bridge across the tracks, you 
can look down and see trains, a 
particularly dazzling effect at night. 
Worst feature: Inconvenient 
access. The north-side entrance 
to Howard has been shuttered for 
construction as of last month, as 
part of a continuing station spruce- 
up. That means public transit 
patrons must hightail it around 
to enter through the south-side 
entrance. Not so bad now, but brace 
for winter sludge on sidewalks.

Best feature: A mini-mart selling 
everything from Home Run Pizza to 
Harry Potter book bags.

Worst feature: A half-hearted 
attempt at a blue tile mosaic wall.

Worst feature: Hideous mint-green 
tiled walls and cracked steps.

6315 S. Ashland Ave. 

Best feature: Viva la vintage. 

The Ashland/63rd terminus on 
this branch of the Green Line 


But once you’re there, you might 
admire the work of an artist who 
successfully captured the image 
of a black family on what was 
obviously once a beautiful bench, 
since attacked by the elements. 

East 63rd/Cottage Grove 

800 E. 63rd St. 

Best feature: Cool, spider-like look 
of the station. The stop stretches 
across the 63rd and Cottage Grove 
intersection like a mass transit 
tarantula with a double set of steps 
on either side for easy access to 


the platform. 

Worst feature: Too abrupt of an 
ending. Originally, the branch was 
supposed to reach even further 
east to Dorchester Avenue, but 
in the late ’90s, the CTA board 
backed a City Council decision 
that a longer line would stymie 
area development, the Tribune has 
reported. By 1997, the CTA board 
declared Cottage Grove the end 
of the line, demarcated by a big 
white trailer blocking one end of 
the tracks.

Teens 
busted 
for booze 
in limo

Limousine driver Leonel Cesar says he was 
just doing his job when he called police to 
report that a group of Highland Park teenag- 
ers tried to smuggle booze into his “party bus” 
on homecoming night. 

One of the North Shore teens offered 
Cesar money to look the other way told him 
that a paper bag containing liquor “was none 
of his business” and begged him not to call 
parents, police said. 

The recent evening ended with 13 under- 
age drinking citations and a slew of angry 
parents— some directing their wrath at Any 
Time Limo in Addison. One threatened to 
sue, saying the driver should not have involved 
police, said Alex Mich, the company’s general 
manager. 

On Sept. 27, about 20 teens boarded Cesar’s 
white limo coach, which contains a TV and a 
stereo and costs $1,500 for three hours. 

One teen asked the driver to stop at his 
Highland Park house before proceeding to 
a Chicago restaurant, said Cmdr. Gerald 
Cameron. The teen returned with a bag. 
When the driver asked to see it, the student 
replied: “It’s none of your business. Don’t 
worry, you’ll be tipped.” 

Cesar called the parents, but no one 
responded quickly enough, Mich said. Some 
teens offered him money in return for not 
calling police, but Cesar said he refused. 

As police arrived, the teens poured six 
water bottles filled with vodka into the limo’s 
sink, Cesar said. All were released to their 
parents. 

“Some of the parents said to me, ‘Thank 
you very much,’ ” Cesar said. “Others said: 
‘This is stupid. It’s homecoming.’ ” 

The intoxicated students were suspended 
temporarily from athletic and other activi- 
ties, school officials said. 

THE RIGHT CALL? 

Though most agree limousine driver Leonel 
Cesar did the right thing, experts say the 
incident raises questions about the fallout 
from such vigilance, experts say. For example, 
will teens avoid oversight by adults and drive 
themselves the next time, even when drunk?

Double whammy 


Some homeowners hit with 
tax hikes in down market

Stunned homeowners are lining up at assessor’s offices 
across Cook County after opening up property tax bills 
with whopping increases in recent days. 

In a declining real-estate market, many mistakenly 
thought their shrinking home values would lead to a 
smaller tax bite. 

But North and Northwest suburban homeowners, 
along with their counterparts in booming city 
neighborhoods, are in many cases facing double-digit 
increases— or worse. In the rest of the county, it’s not 
quite as bad. 

“We have a lot of people who are confused, because 
the current economic circumstances would lead them 
to believe that their assessment should go down,” said 
Cook County Assessor James Houlihan. “Their actual 
tax liability has gone up.” 

The reasons why many saw substantial increases while 
others saw lesser hikes or even modest decreases are 
complicated. 

» A major tax assessment break is being phased out, 
starting in the city, and home values are rising in the 
eyes of the government, even if they would sell for less 
on today’s market. 

» Though property tax caps softened the blow in many 


cases, those ceilings don’t apply to all towns. In some 
suburbs, voters approved referendums, raising their own 
taxes. 

» County assessments are done every three years, 
meaning homeowners get socked all at once. In the 
North and Northwest suburbs, where bills reflect the 
most recent assessments, the values are based on the 
housing market as it was nearly two years ago. 

» The so-called 7 percent a year limit on assessment 
increases— an exemption designed to soften the blow 
of rising home values and their effect on taxes— varies 
depending on several factors, including length of 
ownership, increase in assessed value, time of purchase 
and income. 

The county property tax system now is so complex and 
depends on so many variables that even the experts can’t 
predict what the average homeowner’s bill will look like, 
said Laurence Msall, president of The Civic Federation. 

With that in mind, experts said a few broad 
observations about the recent tax bills can be made. 

In the North and Northwest suburbs, the recent 
assessments have in some cases increased bills at rates 
beyond the protection provided by tax breaks. In 
Chicago, the limit on assessment increases is lower 
this year as state law phases it out, causing double-digit 
increases in individual tax bills in some areas. 

The South and Southwest suburbs generally won’t see 
big increases until next year when property reassessments 
being done now show up on tax bills.

West Side man denied bail

Washington Boulevard is charged with two 
counts of attempted murder of a police 
officer, said Andy Conklin, a spokesman for 
the Cook County state’s attorney’s office. 

U. of C. physicist wins Nobel 

Yoichiro Nambu, a retired University of 
Chicago physicist, was honored Tuesday 
with the 2008 Nobel Prize in physics. His 
principle explains, among other things, how 
computers store information and how a cell 
phone displays a text message. Yet in 1960, 
when Nambu first described spontaneous 
broken symmetry in subatomic physics, the 
scientific world’s reception was “very poor,” 
the soft-spoken Nambu recalled. Now, Nambu 
shares the $1.4 million prize with two men 
from Japan. 


Activists get out the vote 


During the next four weeks, immigration 
activists plan to swarm through nearly 700 
Chicago-area neighborhoods, visiting some 
homes several times in a $1 million effort 
to pull at least 140,000 voters into the 
polls for the Nov 4 elections, organizers 
announced Tuesday 

“This is a serious campaign,” said Juan 
Salgado, president of the Illinois Coalition 
for Immigrant and Refugee Rights, which 
is coordinating the effort. 

As the period for registering to vote in 
Illinois came to an end Tuesday, activists 
at the news conference inside Daley Plaza 
displayed a 6 -foot-high stack of about 

25.000 registration forms signed in the last 
three months in what was the first phase of 
their plan to influence the elections. 

The next phase also will feature nearly 

350.000 live and automated phone calls, 

172.000 pieces of mail and intensive 
lobbying of voters to make a stand for 
immigration reform, Salgado said.

Family pleads for O’Hare gets 

man fo turn himself in a new view 



A Chicago family is pleading for a relative to turn 
himself in to police, believing he is the man shown 
on video surveillance on a CTA bus Sunday night 
shortly before a Julian High School teen was shot 
to death on the bus. 

Police say the man in the videotape is wanted 
for the murder of the 17-year-old student. 

In an interview with the Tribune, Patricia 
Wilson said she immediately recognized the man 
shown on the video as a member of her family 
The man is on probation after pleading guilty in 
April to possessing a weapon and drugs, according 
to court records. 

The Tribune is not naming the relative because 
Chicago police have not confirmed that he is a 
suspect in the murder. 

Wilson said she doesn’t know where the relative 
is now, but that she wanted to plead publicly for 
him to turn himself in to a West Side church 
attended by the family, or call the church’s pastor. 
Wilson said the relative has two young children, 
and she doesn’t know if he’s responsible for the 
murder but thinks he should turn himself in and 
let the legal system run its course. 

“I don’t want him to get hurt,” Wilson said 
Tuesday afternoon. “He [has] nowhere to go. He’s 
just out there running. They have a price on his 
head now, and now anybody could turn him in. 
The police are saying he’s dangerous, and they could shoot him on sight.” 

“Please turn yourself in,” said Viola Wardlaw, another relative. “His mother 
loves him. We all love him. We just want him to turn himself in.”

Spectacular views of O’Hare never before 
seen were offered Tuesday 230 feet above the 
ground in a new air-traffic control tower. 

The cantilevered tower, designed to give 
controllers panoramic views, is scheduled to 
open Nov 20, along with a new runway 
The tower, closed to the public, is needed 
because controllers in O’Hare’s main tower 
cannot see the west end of the new runway 
Reporters toured the tower and ventured 
outside the control cab onto a narrow cat- 
walk circling the structure. From there, with 
a strong wind blowing and planes floating in 
for touchdown on a runway just below, the 
majesty of flight was inescapable. 

The tower project cost is about $65 
million, according to Chicago’s O’Hare 
Modernization Program. 

The new runway is the first built at O’Hare 
since 1971. It also marks the first major milestone 
in Chicago’s $15 billion effort to revamp the air- 
port and extend its life into the 21st Century 
Eventually a third air traffic tower will be 
needed to serve a planned southern runway 
But city officials first must figure out how to 
pay for the latter stages of O’Hare expansion, 
which Mayor Daley wants completed by 2014. 

FAA officials said the new north runway 
set to open next month will help reduce flight 
delays, but it won’t increase capacity until 
additional runways are built.

Pressure grows on U.S. to 
take bold steps on economy 


WASHINGTON With panic tightening 
its grip on investors here and abroad, 
pressure was growing on the U.S. on Tuesday 
to take further aggressive steps to stem the 
economic crisis and swiftly implement a 
$700 billion financial bailout. 

On that front, the government is weighing 
a bold plan to buy massive amounts of unse- 
cured short-term debts in a dramatic effort to 
break through a credit clog that is imperiling 
the economy 

The Federal Reserve is working with the 
Treasury Department on the plan to buy 


“commercial paper,” a short-term financing 
mechanism that many companies rely on 
to finance their day-to-day operations, such 
as purchasing supplies or making payrolls, 
according to a person with knowledge of the 
plan. The market for this crucial financing, 
which relies on investors rather than banks, 
has virtually dried up. That has made it 
increasingly difficult and expensive for com- 
panies to raise money to fund their opera- 
tions. Commercial paper is away of borrow- 
ing money for short periods, typically ranging 
from overnight to less than a week. 


A bigger plan? 

Pressure also is growing on the Fed 
to reverse course and order a deep 
reduction in its key interest rate, now 
at 2 percent. Such a move would 
be aimed at reviving the moribund 
economy by encouraging consumers 
and businesses to boost their 
spending. Many predict the Fed will 
act on or before its next meeting on 
Oct. 28-29. And, some believe it could 
be part of a broader coordinated 
move with central banks in other 
countries.

» Cubs reliever Carlos Marmol 
suffered minor injuries in a car 
accident early Tuesday in the 
Dominican Republic.

» GM Jim Hendry declined to comment 
on the futures of Kerry Wood and Ryan 
Dempster, his two prime-time free agents, 
but the Cubs are expected to try to re-sign 
both. 

» Before leaving for Japan, Kosuke 
Fukudome spoke with reporters Tuesday 
at Wrigley Field and was asked how he 
would feel if he went into Spring Training 
next year without assurances of a starting 
job. “I could not care less,” he said through 
a translator. The man who signed for $48 
million over four years would not care if 
he wasn’t starting? Fukudome then was 
asked to clarify. “If it means that there will be 
competition in right field, all I have to do is 
win that competition,” he replied. 

» Can the Cubs send Fukudome to the 
minors? Fukudome would have to agree to 
it, which appears unlikely, although when 
asked about it Tuesday, Fukudome said “it’s 
not my decision.”

To which Rose, as is his style, replies with 
a big aw-shucks. 

“Whoever deserves to start will start,” 
Rose said. “It isn’t like anybody hating on 
another person. We just want to win. 

“It’s up to the coach if I need to learn 
stuff. Everybody thinks they deserve to 
play. But if sitting on the bench helps us 
win, I’ll do it.” 

This genuine lack of an agenda is partly 
why Rose has so impressed. Well, that and 
blinding speed, a professional practice 
approach that has him arriving hours early 
and his quick grasp of an offense that’s 
heavy on the screen-and-roll. 

“He’s been very good, really, really 
impressive,” Sefolosha said. “He’s quick. 
He makes good decisions on the court. 
I’m impressed with the way he prepares 
himself and how he knows when to pass, 
when to attack. He’s already playing at a 
very high level.”

These downtown dives 
have plenty of character 
(and a bit of grime) on tap

here are plenty of 
places in River North 
and the Loop to sip 
sleek cocktails or eat tiny food in 
restaurants with names you can’t 
pronounce. But when it’s time for 
something simple— like a no-frills 
can of Old Style— a dive bar is in 
order. As the area’s sterilization 
continues— oh, look, another bar 
with a million fiat-screen TVs and 
dark wood finishes— here are five 
downtown places that are keep- 
ing it real, reasonable and some- 
times really greasy They’re right 
in front of you and just off the 
beaten path. 




Rossi’s 

412 N. State St. 312-644-5775 
The scene: Jammed into a pie- 
shaped space under dark timber eves 
and the flags of Irish counties (yes, 
the bar’s name is Italian), Rossi’s cozy 
semicircle bar shares space with 
four hulking beer coolers and 
features at its center a proudly 
oversized Old Style tap. There’s also 
an array of reasonably priced craft 
brews, but in the wink of Rossi’s 
Christmas tree lights, it seems better 
to keep things uncomplicated. Chase 
your pint with a shot of Jagermeister 
from a plastic cup, and join your 
neighbors at the bar in yelling at the 
commercials on TV. 

Don’t miss: Those beer coolers are 
full of package goods. Yes, Rossi’s is 
as great for a carryout sixer as it is for 
actually being carried out yourself. 


Shamrock Club 

210 W. Kinzie St. 312-321-9314 
The scene: There’s a round table at 
the front of this River North bar that’s 
packed with rowdy shift workers, 
while professionals from the nearby 
Merchandise Mart crowd the bar next 
to guys with thick Chicago accents. 
The F bomb flies happily from all 
sides, and cryptic messages meant 
for the regulars crawl across an 
LED message board. While bottles 
of Miller Lite are prevalent, you can 
also get a perfectly poured pint of 
Guinness. 

Don’t miss: The Shamrock serves 
a tasty steak sandwich, one your 
bartender effortlessly has made 
while serving drinks to 20 people. 

But you also may be tempted by the 
packages of salted pumpkin seeds 
displayed alongside the usual bags of 
Vintner’s chips. 


Snicker’s 

448 N. State St. 312-527-0437 
The scene: Crouched on a corner 
in the middle of the Grand Avenue 
restaurant scene, Snicker’s 
serves mostly domestics and 
straightforward, strong cocktails to 
a cross-section of the sports-minded 
and boozed-up, the curious business 
travelers and the area hotel workers 
and limo drivers. It’s also a spot 
to test your tolerance for mirrors 
emblazoned with the logos of local 
teams. And hey, is that bartender a 
former Bond girl? 

Don't miss: Snicker’s has a full menu 
to match its basic-is-best drinking 
aesthetic. Might as well order a 
sandwich-the grill stretches out right 
behind the bar-because you were 
going to walk out of here smelling 
like grease anyway. 


CND Gyros & Lounge 

205 E. Grand Ave. 312-467-4195 
The scene: Wander into CND from 
the street-perhaps to escape the 
kitsch of the nearby Reagle Beagle- 
and you’d be forgiven for thinking 
it’s simply a classic Chicago carryout 
joint. Gyros, Italian beefs and bowls of 
chili are all available in a flash of the 
spatula, but past the front room is a 
classic grandpa’s basement scenario, 
complete with a full bar, imitation 
stained glass on the ceiling and a 
slew of slouchy tables. Feel free to 
buy scratch-off lottery tickets while 
you booze. 

Don’t miss: CND’s back-room bar also 
features a fine collection of Chicago 
Honeybears roster posters dating 
from the early 1980s, back when the 
cheerleading squad still existed. The 
pom-poms and hot pants might be a 
bit faded, but those colors don’t run! 


Cal’s Liquors 

400 S. Wells St. 312-922-6392 
The scene: Cal’s doesn’t exactly 
smell like cigarette smoke anymore, 
but it still looks like it should. In the 
shadows of the Board of Trade and 
the Brown Line’s elevated tracks, 
this package liquor store/rock bar is 
frequented by surly bike-messenger 
types, rocker kids from Columbia 
College and power-drinking off- 
duty traders. Behind the bar, piles 
of dusty, busted CDs tower next to a 
haphazard jumble of liquor bottles, 
and the stage, which slumps in one 
corner, features at least half of a 
drum kit at any given time. Oh, yeah, 
and there’s an aquarium too. 

Don’t miss: After you’ve downed 
three or four $2 PBRs, peruse the 
wall decor. It’s covered from floor to 
ceiling with the moldering set lists of 
Cal’s past shows.

Local folk-rockers Brighton, 
MA’s recording style incites 
battle among neighbors

Conflict just seems to follow Matt Kerstein. 

Consider this: The Boston-raised singer of 
Brighton, MA once found himself in the thick of a war 
between competing coffee shops (including his place 
of employment, Lakeview’s Cafe Avanti). His band’s

slashed before the 
group even played 
a show And when 
questioned if being 
a long-suffering Red 
Sox fan helped him 

connect with the Cubs, Kerstein (a former member 
of Scotland "Yard Gospel Choir who now lives in 
Lincoln Square) says, “I felt a kinship but then when 
[the Red Sox] started winning World Series, I was like, 
Ah, forget that!’ ” 

In person, though, Kerstein, 28, demonstrates an 
easygoing calm that can be heard all over Brighton, MA’s 
full-length debut, ‘Amateur Lovers,” a warm yet melan- 
choly folk-rock record— recorded partly at the house in 
which several band members have lived at one point or 
another— that the group understandably wanted to wait 
until fall to release (it comes out Oct. 28). 

Outside Cafe Avanti (3706 N. Southport Ave.), we 
spoke with Kerstein and guitarist Jim Tuerk, 26, about 
recording at home, fighting with neighbors and the art 
of reconciliation. 



Why do you like recording in your 
house? 

Jim Tuerk: It’s [about] comfort, but 
it’s also making it sound like comfort. 
We wanted to keep an aspect of that 
homey ... seriously, we’re four guys 
and we play music in our living room 
almost every night, and it’s not a pre- 
tentious thing at all. 

How did the neighbors feel about 
that? 

Matt Kerstein: It’s frigging hilarious, 
dude. I’m going to tell you all about 
this. These neighbors moved in on 
[one] side and they are amazing. 
They’re great. On the other side is 
the most uptight ... I think he’s got 
serious anger problems. Crazy couple 
with a young kid. 

JT: He’s like 4 though. That’s young, 
but it’s not like we’re waking up an 
infant. 


He’s old enough to rock! 

JT: He’s old enough to rock. 

MK: So we have rules. We’ve talked to 
both of our neighbors. We did sound- 
proofing and we gave them our cell 
phone numbers, and we’re like, “We’ll 
be done by 10 p.m., if there’s ever 
a problem ...” We were totally cool 
about it, right? So these guys, they 
called us up and complained a couple 
times, but we made it cool and we 
hadn’t heard from them in awhile. So 
one time we’re finishing up rehears- 
al— we’re playing pretty loud— and 
this knocking keeps happening, and 
no one realizes until after a while. 

I go outside and this dude is in our 
house, and his wife is on their front 
porch, like, “I don’t think you should 
be going in there!” He’s red in the 
face, and he is screaming at the top 
of his lungs, “What the f*** are you 


doing? "You’re making so much f***ing 
noise! I’m going to f***ing kill you!” 
JT: Mind you, we were playing pretty 
loud. 

What time was it? 

JT: I think it was like 10:05 p.m. or 
something like that. Which is why 
he came over. We had gone over five 
minutes. 

So is the song “Let’s Be Friends Again” 
an ode to your neighbor, trying to 
make peace? 

MK: No! I am never trying to make 
peace. I’m thinking about going 
to war with him actually In a 
“Rushmore” type way We gotta set 
some bees loose in his yard or some- 
thing like that. 

Then what are your tips for reconcili- 
ation? 


JT: I have to say you’re asking the 
wrong guy over here. 

MK: Me or you? 

JT:You. 

MK:Why?! 

JT: Because I’ve never seen you go 
through a good breakup before. 

MK: I don’t really reconcile. That lyric 
is kinda sarcastic. 

JT: [Matt’s] really good at not fight- 
ing. At stopping a fight from happen- 
ing. 

MK: I reconcile others! That’s what 
that song’s about. ... I’m thinking 
about going to the Middle East and 
using all my expertise in reconcilia- 
tion to put out some fires over there. 
I feel like I could ease some tension. 

I’m sure if you soundproof 
everything ... 

JT: That’s what we need to do. We 
need to soundproof Iran.

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Entrepreneur’s picture-caption sites take Web by storm

When you LOL at silly pictures of cats with even sillier captions or shake 
your head at the latest Internet fails, Ben Huh laughs all the way to the bank. 

Huh, a Seattle entrepreneur, has built a mini-empire on the unique brand of 
humor illustrated by the “LOLcats” craze: photos with captions punctuated 
by deliberately misspelled words and mangled phrases. 


His network of eight Web sites, which 
includes I Can Has Cheezburger and I Can 
Has a Hot Dog, attracts 5 million users and 
100 million page views a month. The new- 
est, ROFLrazzi, which launched a couple of 
weeks ago, makes fun of celebrities. 

Huh, 30, is trying to expand his company, 
Pet Holdings, in the face of a slowdown in 
online advertising. The Korean-born former 
journalist now has 12 employees who, along 
with his wife, Emily, help him run the sites. 

“Twelve months ago we were this odd cat 
blog,” Huh said. “I am not sure if we are on 
the cusp of a new type of entertainment or 


we are just a flash in the pan.” 

The LOLcats phenomenon began on an 
online bulletin board, 4chan. People started 
posting pictures of cats and slapping on cap- 
tions from the feline point of view The result 
was LOLspeak— or “kitty pidgin,” as blogger 
Anil Dash dubbed it— a typo-twisted tongue 
that quickly jumped to other species and sub- 
jects. 

Huh seized on the commercial potential. 
He paid an undisclosed sum to buy a popular 
LOLcats site named after a picture of a chubby 
gray cat gazing into the camera, with the cap- 
tion “I can has cheezburger?” The site’s found- 


ers, Hawaii-based Eric Nakagawa and Kari 
Unebasami, had started the site as a hobby 
and were overwhelmed by the response. 

Since buying I Can Has Cheezburger, Huh 
has added companion sites devoted to dogs, 
politics and really bad translations of English, 
among others. A fan favorite is Fail Blog, in 
which people take joy in others’ mishaps. 

The Pet Holdings sites have achieved cult 
status with a populist formula: Users with 
quick wits upload images bearing idiomatic 
expressions and idiosyncratic grammar, vote 
for favorites and post comments. The best of 
the thousands of submissions the sites receive 
each day hit the front pages. 

“We want to make people happy for five 
minutes a day,” he said. 

Increasingly, pop culture is taking its cues 
from user-generated Web content that can 
quickly spread far and wide, said Tim Hwang, 
an Internet culture expert and a researcher 
with the Berkman Center for Internet and 
Society at Harvard Law School. 

Hwang said LOLspeak has taken off

because it has such broad appeal and can be 
applied to just about anything. Instead of shar- 
ing inside jokes with your friends, you can turn 
them loose in a much larger online community 
“LOLcats is a language that is going to con- 
tinue to get bigger and bigger,” he said. 

But is it a viable business? The banners and 
other display ads on which Pet Holdings and 
other Internet companies rely are being hit by 
the slowing economy Research firm Nielsen 
Online said a couple weeks ago that spending 
on display ads fell 6 percent in the first half of 
the year from the same period last year. 

Still, investors are betting more than $2 mil- 
lion that the company, which Huh says breaks 
even, has staying power. 

“Humor is one of those things that is reces- 
sion-proof,” investor Geoff Entress said. 


Ada Courtney, 43, a self-described domes- 
tic goddess with four cats and two dogs from 
Rapid City, S.D., made her first Cheezburger 
entry a year ago. Since then she has added more 
than 1,100. 

“When I first started looking through the 
site, I was thinking, ‘Good Lord, do these 
people need lives?’” Courtney said. “Now I see 
the total attraction of it. It’s one of the most 
wonderful things I have ever done.” 

Laura McEdward, a 25-year-old San Lrancisco 
pharmacy technician, also is hooked, spending 
a couple of hours working on LOLcats every 
day after work. But she says she doesn’t click on 
the other sites in Huh’s network, nor does she 
feel inspired to dream up captions for photos of 
famous people. “I see enough celebrities in the 
news,” McEdward said.

Gimme Golf fuses 
gaming, networking

The irony of Jeff Clapper and Zack 
Reboletti expending so much 
blood, sweat and tears over the past 
1 8 months creating a golf game is 
not lost on them. 

“It’s kind of funny because nei- 
ther of us are big golfers, and we 
don’t play a ton of games either,” 

Reboletti said. 

Nonetheless, the two young 
Chicagoans and the small indie 
game company they founded called 
Skill Technology believe that their 
pet project Gimme Golf is a prover- 
bial hole-in-one. 

With its modest graphics and 
simple interface, Gimme Golf can’t 
necessarily keep up with big boys 
like Tiger Woods PGATour 08 in the 
visual and technical departments, but Clapper and Reboletti 
say they’re not necessarily trying to compete with them. 

Clapper, 28, describes Gimme Golf as a casual social game 
that just about anyone can pick up and play 

“The point is you can just play a round of golf with your 
friends and chat and have a good time,” Clapper said. “There’s 
little learning curve, and of course, it’s free.” 

Gimme Golf, which was officially released as a free down- 
load earlier this month, is coming into the market at a time 
when casual games are on the rise. The North American 
market for casual games is expected to grow from an esti- 
mated $281 million in sales this year to $1.15 billion in 2011, 


according to marketing research 
firm DFC Intelligence. 

Gimme Golf had a team primar- 
ily made up of six people— half 
of them artists and programmers 
Clapper and Reboletti found on 
Craigslist, Clapper said. And the 
first month of work on the game 
started in early 2007 in Clapper’s 
Jefferson Park apartment. 

“It was a little crazy because we 
were conducting interviews for the 
team at my place one day, and my roommate was actually 
making brownies, so you could hear the blender in the back- 
ground,” Clapper said with a laugh. 

Though it’s free to play, Skill Technology plans to find a 
revenue source in Gimme Golf’s entry fee system. Up to four 
players can currently play a free round together, but they also 
have the option to institute an entry fee so that a group of 
players put in a set amount of money via Paypal. The win- 
ner of the round would then take the pot. Reboletti says his 
company would take a small portion of the entry fees. It’s 
a business model based on the popular Golden Tee arcade 
games found in bars across the country, Clapper said. 

“We saw Golden Tee, and we thought we could use a simi- 
lar model, but we wouldn’t have to worry about a location fee 
to pay to business owners,” Clapper said. 

Skill Technology programmers are now hard at work at 
making the game into a Facebook application. 

“It’s pretty phenomenal, we’ve gotten so much positive 
feedback from our players so far,” Reboletti said. “We think 
it has the potential to be a very popular game.”

The show’s creator, Kenny Hotz, messes up a great premise by 
always going for the most sophomoric laughs (flatulence jokes, penis 
jokes, etc.). I shouldn’t have been surprised, considering that Hotz 
came up with the gross-out reality show “Kenny vs. Spenny” 

In the pilot, which airs at 9:30 p.m. Thursday on FX, Peter 
experiences symptoms that convince the guys Peter is pregnant. 
They prepare for the baby— yeah, they aren’t too smart— and try 
to run from Testico officials. The story goes nowhere, with no real 
message, before its “explosive” conclusion. 

I hate to sound like a prude, but the problem with “Testees” is 
that the gross-out stuff doesn’t lead to any substantial payoff. Hotz, a 
former “South Park” writer, doesn’t capture the satirical humor of that 
show And although I did laugh a couple times, “Testees” is basically 
crude and juvenile for the sake of being crude and juvenile.

On Wednesday, Sarah gets high for the first 
time with her buddy, Brian (Brian Posehn), 
and tries to solve his problem diarrhea. 

She decides to storm the offices of the 
corporation that makes the fat-free potato 
chips Brian eats that cause his diarrhea after 
she learns that the same company makes 
the indigestion medicine and toilet 
paper he uses. She and Brian kidnap the 
president of the company 

“Think about it,” Sarah says. 

“Corporations are creating problems 
and then marketing solutions.” 

It’s completely absurd, but has that 
kernel of truth and cutting satire that 
makes the low-brow jokes funny

If the future is the personal media viewer, 
most aren’t seeing it. 

The impregnated-safety-goggle design just 
won’t fly It doesn’t matter what decade, or 
what century 

Why not just call these iPod goggles an 
eyepod and trim enough fat so they look like 
otherworldly, rechargeable sunglasses? Then 
maybe more people will start watching down- 
loads of “The Secret Life of the American 
Teenager” flash before their eyes. 

Myvu ofWestwood, Mass., is halfway there. 
It still calls its products video eyewear, but the 
Crystal 701 for iPod is almost sexy enough to 
wear in public. 

Aside from wearable, it’s also watchable. 
Its DVD-quality (640-by-48o) resolution is 
better than the 320^-240 resolution of an 
iPod and other video eyewear. 

So for the price of a pair of real Oakley 
shades, you get a miniature, on-your-face 
movie theater with surprisingly good attached 
earphones by Ultimate Ears, a control/bat- 
tery pendant and enough wires so that anyone 
within a city block knows these are not mere 
sunglasses. 

MyVu makes a Crystal 701 with a cable spe- 
cifically for the iPod and a standard version 
for the non-iPod population. 

The standard also works with just about 
any video-spewing device, whether a Zune, 
a mobile phone, portable DVD player, game 
console or a cable-TVbox. 

Two wires run from the headset to the con- 
trol pendant, then another from the pendant 
to the iPod. You could probably lasso a steer 



with all the wires, but once the headset’s in 
place, you’re in another world. 

For those who haven’t tried video eye- 
wear— there must be hundreds of millions of 
you— it really is like peering into a tiny movie 
theater, with a back-row view of a white 
screen against a black background. 

For iPod viewing, the Crystal 701 produces 
a picture that looks quite good on the squar- 
ish screen. Although the resolution is better 
than an iPod, it’s nearly impossible to read 
the on-screen graphics when watching cable 
news or a baseball game with the headset con- 
nected to a cable box. 

The earphones are about as good as it gets 
in video eyewear, and the headset lasts four 
hours per charge. 

The Crystal 701, thanks to an adjustable 
nose pad, felt comfortable despite weighing 
almost 3 ounces. 

It’s hard to see a future where everyone’s 
walking around with a personal media viewer. 
But maybe the Crystal 701 is a start.
